Plague is «:. infectious dis- 

ease of man, caused by the germ 

pasteurella pestis. It is primarily 

@ disease of rodents, particularly 

of rats which inhabit human 
dwellings. 

In Californi. it has been found 


‘in certain wiid ground squirrels. 


When plague appears emong hu- 
mans it is usually found that 
tnere is an epizootic among the 


yats in the neighborhood. and 
many are found dead. Plague is 
carried to the human by .he rat 
flea with which the rats and 
squirrels are infested. 

It is thought that bed bugs and 
the human fiea may-carry the 


disease from man tn man. The 
disease develops suddenly, two or 
three days after the flea bite, 
with high fever, headache, dizzi- 


ness, exhaustion, and pain in the 
back and limbs.

HE bubonic type, which is the 

most common and _ provides 
the usual name of bubonic 
plague, commences suddenly with 
very painful swellings and in- 
flammation of the glands of the 
groin, under the arm pits, and on 
the neck. The fever rises rapidly, 
the pulse becomes very rapid, as 
does also the breathing. The pain 
in the affected glands becomes 
excessive, vomiting and diarrhoea 


are common, the face gfrows 
drawn and anxious. 
The patient staggers us if 


drunk, the mind becomes dull, 
and weakness is extreme. ‘The 
fever is irregular. low in the 
morning, and high in the eve- 
ning. In those cases that recover 
it drops suddenly and remains 
law, but in fatal cases it may 
Grop and then rise to 107 degrees 
or 108 degrees with collapse and 
death. 


The skin is hot and dry, and 
rea or purple spots may appear, 
due to hemorrhage into the 
skin. The inflamed glands may 
subside or break down and dis- 
charge pus. 

In the septicemic type, the 
‘usual Symptoms are more severe, 
running a very rapid and fatal 
course, but without the develop-> 
ment.of buboes or nodules. Fre- 
quently. the disease attacks the 
lungs at: the beginning, com- 
mencing in one lobe and rapidly 
spreading to the others. The 
sputum is blood stained and 
watery, unlike the ordinary 
pneumonia in which it is blood 
stained but viscid and sticky. 


It is rapidly fatal in almost all 
cases. Bubonic plague can be 
distinguished from other gland- 
ular troubles, such as rabbit fev- 
er, or infected glands, due to sore 
throat or tuberculosis. This can 
be done by microscopical exam- 
ination of the serum or blood 
from the infected glands or the 
sputum in bubonic pneumonia. 
The death rate is from thirty to 
seventy-five per cent.

Te treatment consists of good 
nursing, stimulants, and ton- 
ics, and the use of anti-plague 
serum. This, if given early and 
in sufficiently large doses, will be 
very helpful. 

Anti-plague vaccines may pro- 
tect those exposed to the disease 
for a short time. Doctors and 
nurses handling plague patients 
should wear rubber gloves and a 
heavy mask. 

Our great protection is the 
United States Public Health Ser- 
vice along the seaboard. They 
are continually watching incom- 
ing vessels for suspicious cases. 
When an epidemic starts, they 
use all known methods to rid the 
district of rats and wild ground 
squirrels. We must al! be alert 
and watch that the money and 
personel of the Public Health 
Service are not curtailed:~*°

gator of Dinosaur Eggs and Far Regions 


ERHAPS now that Roy Chap- 

man Andrews has been made 
director of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History hé’ll 
stay in America for awhile, but 
it is rather to be doubted, be- 
cause this scientist has got the 
habit of wandering over Gobi 
deserts and Himalaya mountains 
looking for dinosaur eggs. A din- 
oaur egg: for breakfast every day 
would make Dr. Andrews the 
happiest man alive. 

Dr. Andrews hails from Beloit, 
Wis., and he went to Beloit Col- 
lege twenty-eight years ago. Af- 
ter graduation, however, he set 
out for New York City because a 
big museum was there. He went 
right to Dr. H. C. Bumpus, di- 
rector then, and asked if he 


could have a job sweeping floors. 


Dr. Bumpus remonstrated that a 
boy of his education could not 

want sweep floors, but young 
Andrews replied he did net mean 
any floors, but those of the 
museum. 

The repartee was successful 
and ‘he got the sweeping job. 
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This did not last long, however, 
for it was discovered that An- 
drews had ‘learned taxidermy 
when a boy of 14, and this was a 
craft the museum could use. Two 
years later he went on an expe- 
dition to Alaska, and he has been 
on the go ever since. 

Dr. Andrews'has been perhaps 
the most. productive investigator 
in natural history of any man in 
modern times. While dinosaur 
eggs 95,000,000 years old are a 
sort of trade mark for the work, 
actually they are only a small 
item in the tremendous mass of 
information collected by the new 
museum director. At present the 
museum -is- engaged. in publish- 
ing twelve large volumes ‘of in- 
formation-on the-Gobi Desert re- 
gion alone. 

The Doctor himself hardly ex- 
udes the atmosphere of adven- 
ture. Although he is cosmopoli- 
tan enough, there is an aura of 
scholarship around his head al- 
most like a halo. He is tall, bald 
and wears spectacles and a per- 
petual smile,

Economical Meats for Larder

OR uny family of three or 

more a half or whole ham is 
a wise investment, both for the 
economy and the convenience. 
Whether raw or cooked the 
smoked ham keeps its fine flavor 
and it can be served in dozens of 
intrivuinz forms. 

When buying a whole ham it 
is wise to have the butcher trim 
it. remove the bone, tie securely 
and cut in half In this way the 
nicest half can be used for spic- 
ing and baking for a company 
dinner and the other half for 
slicing for breakfast ham or as 
needed for special dishes. 

The ham bones make a deli- 
cious broth that can be used as 
the basis for soups or for cooking 
vegetables. Left-overs and scraps 
of ham can be vround and used 
for sandwich fillings. for adding 
to scrambled eggs and for casse- 
role dishes. Do not serve every 
day as the ham. if well-wrapped 
dces not dry out or lose flavor. 

Here are a few of the dishes 
you can get from your smoked 
nan:
